On Wednesday of the last week, the — 
ton Baptist Association assembled in the 
Baptist meeting-house at Roxbury, at 10 
o’clock, A. M. Devotional services introduced 
the session. The sermon was preached by 
Rev. W. H. Shailer, of Brookline. It was heard 
with great interest—was evidently prepared 
expressly for the occasion, and with reference 
to the present times, and though somewhat 
admonitory, was generally we believe well 
received. An abstract of it wiil be found in 
another column. Father Williams, who still 
lives, though eighty-five years have gone over 
his venerable head, was again present to call 
the Association to order, and put the vote for 
Moderator, The Association made choice of 
Rev. Banox Stow. J. W. Parker and W. H. 
Shailer were chosen Clerks. After the ap- 
pointment of some Committees, the reading 
of the letters commenced. These occupied 
the Association until 10 o’clock on Thursday, 
excepting the usual intermissions. They re- 
ported larger accessions than at any previous 
anniversary. Every church, with the single 
exception of the little band in Medway, has 
been increased during the last year. The 
following is a correct statement, we believe, 
of the additions by baptism reported.

abuse and contumely bave been our invaria- 
ble lot, whether deserved or undeserved. 
Much of this reproach, he thought, had been 
cast upon us unjustly, and for things in which 
we ought to glory, and which we ought to 
zealously maintain and defend rather than 
to be ashamed of them. But he would by no 
means attempt to maintain that all the re- 
proach we receive is undeserved. We had 
undoubtedly, in some respects, exposed our- 
selves to the censure and just animadversions 
of our neighbors; and, instead of making 
piteous complaints, ought to take immediate 
and effective measures to remove the causes of 
our reproach. To some of these causes he 
briefly alluded. 

The first mentioned was that which per- 
tains particularly to intellectual culture. Our 
former, and even our present deficiencies 
here were frankly admitted. Some circum- 
stances were mentioned which séem to have 
been the occasion of the evil, and which in 
other days might have palliated our fault 
somewhat, but at the present time can by no 
means excuse it. The present generation, 
with their advantages for education and gen- 
eral intelligence, make very high demands 
for intellectual and moral culture on the part 
of those who are to act as their spiritual 
teachers. Nothing but a highly trained and 
disciplined ministry will satisfy those whom 
we hope to benefit by the labors of the 
preacher and the pastor. In this respect we 
have made a marked and commendable im- 
provement upon the days of our fathers. 
But there is still opportunity for farther im- 
provement. Neither is the deficiency to be 
charged upon the ministers alone. The re- 
proach falls more heavily upon our churches. 
They are to determine what kind of a minis- 
try they will have, or at least what kind they 
will be satisfied with, and what encourage- 
ment they will afford those who are prepar- 
ing for this holy work. 

The remarks of bro. S. on this point were 
somewhat pointed, but appropriate and just; 
such as we wish the churches might all hear 
and ponder. Surely it is a just cause of 
reproach, to persuade young men to atandon 
a thorough course of preparation for the min- 
istry that they may be sooner in the field, aud 
assume the weighty responsibilities of a pas- 
tor’s life, for which they are so poorly pre- 
pared. Churches which have been guilty of 
this grievous fault, are indeed well compared 
to impatient children, who foolishly pluck 
unripe fruit, preferring to have it now green 
and acrid as it may be, rather than to wait 
until it shall be healthful and mature. For 
this fault, both ministers and churches have 
long and seriously suffered. 

Another ground of reproach noticed, was, 
our want of an enlightened and active zeal for 
the conversion of the world. We cannot 
indeed be charged with a want of activity, but

In the evening a large congregation listened 
with much interest to a sermon from the Rey.

In the morning the letters were finished, 
and the new church at Jamaica Plain re- 
ceived into the body, toa member of which 
the hand of fellowship was given by the 
Moderator. After this the Association was 
chiefly occupied with the hearing of reports 
and the making of appointments.

On some 
points brief discussions arose, but throughout 
the whole meeting, nothing occurred inconsis- 
tent with that pleasant harmony and mutual 
regard for the reputation and the feelings of 
brethren, which become the “ sons of peace. ” 
The following resolutions, presented by the 
Rev. Henry Clark, of Randolph, were unan- 
imously passed. 

Resolved, That the churches and especially 
the ministers of this Association are solemnly 
admonished by the dispensations of Providence 
which have removed from the toils of earth to 
the rest of heaven our beloved brethren Peak 
and Black, of Boston, Peabody, of Randolph, 
and Glover, of Cambridge. 

Resolved, That as an Association, we cherish 
the memory of these lamented brethren with 
affectionate regard, and that we hereby tender 
to their bereaved families and friends our most 
unfeigned sympathy and respect. 

This was succeeded bya resolution from 
Rev. Mr. Turnbull, of this city, also passed 
unanimously—as follows ;

but the obligation to make more enlarged and 
liberal efforts, has not been duly considered. 
The importance of Saving a world of sinners 
from hell, and raising them to heaven, is not 
felt, neither does the subject of individual 
responsibility seem to be understood. This 
was well illustrated by the guilty neglect, on 
the part of ministers generally, of the business 
affairs of our own State convention, an object 
from which no one should excuse himself 
from taking a deep interest. 

The third, cause of reproach noticed, was, 
in our churches, the abuse, of the republican 
principle. We may justly glory in the sim- 
plicity and excellency of our form of church 
government, but should not forget that like 
other good things it is capable of abuse. The 
authority of the officers of the church, as well 
as the decisions of the majority, has been too 
often contemned and disregarded. There 
seems to have been a wide departure here 
from scriptural standards and scriptural usage. 

A want of brotherly love, was another 
ground of serious reproach. The importance 
of mutual forbearance, and the exercise of a 
kind and conciliatory spirit, were strongly 
insisted on. Some of the remarks on this 
point were also close and pointed. Those 
who sow the seed of strife between ministers 
and churches were justly charged with bring- 
ing disrespect and contempt upon the clergy 
and the cause they plead. 

Brother S. remarked, that he did not as. 
sume the office of censor from choice, but 
with a design of presenting some considera- 
tions which might prove useful to those as- 
sembled on this occasion. The weapon he 
wielded is two-edged, and liable to cut both 
ways. With some of the sentiments advanced, 
we do not entirely accord, certainly in the 
relation in which they were understood, and 
with the application most likely to made.

Paul thus expresses this confidence in his 
epistle to the believing Hebrews; “Having 
therefore boldness to enter into the holiest 
by the blood of Jesus, let us draw near with a 
true heart, in full assurance of faith, having 
our hearts sprinkled from an evil conscierice, 


The special agency of the Holy Spirit in 
the duty of prayer is explicitly revealed in 
It is said that 
he maketh intercession for the saints accord- 
ing to the will of God; that they “ pray in the 
Holy Ghost ; ” and that this Spirit, who search- 
eth the deep things of God, witnesse s with 
their spirit, that they are the children of God. 

We observe in this illustration of prayer a 
perfect unity of design in the threefold char- 
acter of the ever blessed God. The grand

tists! Ifthe word baptizo does not specifically 
and clearly express the action of immersion, 
then the Greeks have not now, nor never did 
have, a word that could definitely express this 
action, although it is common among all na- 
tions and familiar to every intelligent mind. 
But ‘‘where is there a language, that ever had 
a local habitation, name, or existence, that 
has not a definite term expressive of the act 
of immersion?’’—Here, I would ask those, who 
contend that baptizo means to pour, to sprin- 
kle, ete. if there is a single instance in the 
Bible, where it is thus translated? Again, I 
would ask, if there is a single example 
recorded in that sacred book, where the writers 
intended to express, specifically, the action of 
dipping or immersion. And if so, what word 
did they use to express this action? Again, I 
would ask, if there is any word in the Bible 
translated to dip, or plunge, which is not inthe 
Greek either bapto or baptizo, with the excep- 
tion of moluno, which is once rendered to dip, 
in our version, viz. ‘‘Joseph’s coat was dipped 
in the blood of a kid;’? it should have been, 
stained or colored. Will some of the Baptiste 
Rainers or Keelhaulers answer these ques- 
tions? 

Now, it is an undisguised fact, that both 
bapto and baptizo are translated in our version 
of the Bible to dip, but neither of them is ren- 


translated? If this be granted, then it is clear 
that the Baptists have good scriptural evidence 
that immersion is baptism, which they have not, 
that sprinkling or pouring is. 


‘ MODE OF BAPTISM. : 
Our friend U not only seems to think that 
pouring, sprinkling and immersion are different 
modes of baptism, but even goes so far as to 
intimate that the Baptists, while contend- 
ing for immersion as the only baptism, are 
y | contending for the mode of an external rite, and 
| finally affirms, ‘“‘That too many appear to 
make the mode of baptism every thing, and 
seem to think that immersion washes away all 
their sins.” At the same time, singular as it 
may appear, U contends for ‘‘sprinkling as a 
mode of baptism divinely authorized,”’ to say 
f nothing of the absurd notion which he with almost 
all Pedo-baptists entertains, viz. that this sprink- 
ling mode of baptism either regenerates the 
child as affirmed by the Episcopal liturgy and 
John Wesley, or else that it contributes very 
materially towards their salvation. (p 29.) 
Mirabile dictu! Here our friend U does the very 
same thing which he so unjustly charges upon 
the Baptists. He may like Pilate attempt to wash 
his hands from all responsibility in this affair; 
but unless we greatly err, we shall show on the 
admission of his own sentiments, that truth in 
Nathan-like plainness will say to him, instead 
of the Baptist, thou art the man who contends 
for the mode of an external rite. 
But as we have no disposition to evade this 
charge, which is so often made and so constant- 
ly reiterated against us, ‘that we contend for 
a particular mode of baptism,’’ we intend, and 
trust we shall be enabled to show, to the sin- 
cere inquirer after truth, that this charge is not 
only false and unfounded, but that it is repug- 
nant alike to truth, reason, sound logic, and 
common sense. Now as every rite is only a 
form, it is evident that we must observe the 
form, or else we do not perform the rite. 
Again, it is evident that if we change the form, 
we also change or abolish the rite. Here the 
Baptists, in contending that baptism is nothing 
more nor less thani » are only contend 
ing for the rite itself—for that action which is 
essential to its very nature and existence; and 
not for the manner in which it is performed. 
The question arises here, what is the mode of 
baptism? We reply, that if immersion is bap- 
tism, which must be admitted if the Greek 
church and classics are competent to decide, 
then it is a mode of immersion. A fine illustra- 
tion of this view of the subject is afforded us in 
“King Edward’s First Book,”’ i. e. liturgy. By 
that the minister is required ‘to dip the child 
in the water thrice. Ist. dipping the right side; 
2d, the left; the 3d time dipping towards the 
font.’’—( London Ency. Art. Baptism.) Now 
here are three modes of baptism (immer- 
sion), either of which, as far as mode is con- 
cerned, we consider equally valid. But we 
need not go back to King Edward’s time, to 
find a practical illustration. A baptism occur- 
red last spring in South Boston, which clearly 
illustrates our position. The Baptists came to 
a certain water, and went down into it, and 
baptized (immersed) the candidates by inclin- 
ing them backward as usual. After this came 
the Methodists, and they went down into the 
water with some candidates, and immersed them 
into the element, by bending them forward in- 
stead of backwatd. Now, either of: these 
modes of baptism we regard as a mere circum- 
stance, affecting in no wise the validity of the

modes of baptism, be admitted, then it will 

follow that Pedo-baptists ‘‘must contend either 

for a baptism that has no mode, ora baptism 

that is mode, and nothing but mode, or a bap- 

tism that has many modes. If for the first, 

then they must contend for a nonentity; since 
there can be no external rite without a mode of 
existence. If for the second, it becomes a 
question of importance to know what that mode 
is, for without that mode, we have no baptism. 
If for the third, i. e. a baptism that has many 
modes, such as pouring, sprinkling, immersion, 
etc. then the candidate must be poured, sprink- 
led or immersed, etc. or he is not baptized, 
Because sprinkling is only one mode of the 
baptism which hasmany. Hence if'a candidate 
only has water sprinkled upon him, he has re- 
ceived but a small part of baptism. Now, un- 
less it can be proved, that a part, and a small 
part, is equal te the whole, his baptism must 
be very imperfect or defective.” 

“Again, Pedo-baptists contend not only that 
sprinkling is one mode of baptism, and that 
pouring and immersion are other modes, but 
that sprinkling is actually baptism,ete. Now if 
sprinkling is one mode of baptism, and at the 
same time is baptism itself, then if we substitute 
sprinkling for baptism, we have a sprinkling 
mode of sprinkling ,and a pourtag mode of sprink- 
ling, and an immersion mode of sprinkling, ete. 
The same may be said in regard to pouring 
and immersion. This makes consummate non- 
sense. Surely no reasonable Pedo-baptist will 
contend for so gross an absurdity as this. 
Hence they must abandon this ground as un- 
tenable, and to be consistent, they must either 
maintain that one of these actions alone is bap- 
tism, or that all of them are baptism; or that 
each one of these different actions is baptism. 
The first and second positions, they cannot 
maintain, unless they renounce their practice 
and sentiments. Hence, the only ground that 
is left them to'oceupy, is to contend that each 
of these several different and distinct actions 
is baptism. And if they attempt to occupy this, 
then they must maintain the position, that 
each of the several, different and specific actions 
of pouring, sprinkling, and immersion is one 
and the same thing. Let us examine this posi- 
tion and see whether it can be sustained. ‘Ihat 
baptism is immersion (the learned bishop 
Bossuet informs us) is granted by all the world. 
Now, if sprinkling is baptism, and pouring is 
baptism, then it follows, that sprinkling is im- 
mersion, and that pouring is immersion, and so 
vice versa. For according to a celebrated axi- 
om, ‘* Things that are equal to the same thing, 
are equal to one another.’’— Pendleton on Bap- 
tism, pp. 76, 77. °

The exhibition of 
scripture light is fast dispelling the darkness 
upon that subject, and our brother feels encour- 
aged, notwithstanding the difficulties which 
surround him. . 
Several of the members of the church appear 
providentially directed to remove from the place, 
in which event the church will feel weakened. 
On this account brother C. seems desirous that 
Baptist families or individuals emigrating to 
the West, should visit that place, and thinks 
that for mercantile or agricultural purposes it 
presents as favorable openings as any in the 
Great Valley. With the exception of the influ- 
ence of the lake winds upon those who are 
suffering from pulmonary complaints, he thinks 
a healthier place cannot be found. He says, 
those who come here ‘*may be sure they will 
make no sacrifice in doing so which will not be 
richly repaid by the consciousness of being in the 
way of usefulness. We very much need a per- 
son to lead our music on the Lord’s day, and a 
good teacher of sacred music would here have 
ample employ and compensation.”

Its 
impious spires and unhallowed domes, 
burnished with the gold wrung from the 
sweat and toil of the defenceless, flash de- 
fyingly in the sun. It seems to mock the 
power of the earthquake and the storm. 
But while I gaze, I see the heaving of the 
ocean of public opinion beneath my 
feet. The great fountains of its deep are 
breaking up. I hear the moan of the 
coming tempest as it musters its storms 
afar off, and the skies gather blackness 
above my head. The billows go sweep- 
ing on in majesty and might. The surge 
beats upon the base of that proud edifice. 
The indignant tempest goes careering 
over the face of the moved waters. The 
roar of the roused ocean comes thunder- 
ing upon the ear. The waves, crested 
with fury, beat with resistless energy 
upon its massive structures. The waters 
and the storm are up in their wrath, and 
speak now with an ‘‘earthquake voice.” 
I see that Bastile of human hearts tremble 
from its very base. Its walls are shaking 
in the elemental war. Behold its towers 
and turrets nod and topple to their fall. 
See! its foundations give way—it reels, it 
sinks, it plunges, is gone, and the waters 
pass over it and hide it forever!

They did not respect them- 
selves; of course they were not respected 
by others; but were both notorious for 
disregard to personal cleanliness and 
domestic comfort. He was married in 
Manchester, and some time after in a 
drunken frolic when all his money was 
spent, he pawned all her things (clothes, 
&c.,) and then, as a kind of recompence, 
bought her a penny-worth of nuts, and 
sent her to her parents at Bolton. 

He was engaged in one of his drinking 
bouts some years ago, when at loss to 
raise a little money for drink, he engaged 
as a substitute for the militia; he raised 
six pounds, which he spent with his 
drunken companions in two or three days. 
Last Octobertwelve months, he had one of 
his drunken sprees, as he called them, and 
and having spent all the money he could 
by other means raise, he went to the 
gentleman for whom he then worked, and 
kicked (a common expression for induc- 
ing a master to advance money,) him for 
a shilling. His master persisted in his 
refusal for some time, but at last gave 
him three half-pence and a temperance 
paper. 

William told his master, that would be 
of no use to him, for he could not read; 
his master told him to get some one to 
read itto him. He took it to a public 
house, and some person read it aloud: 
there was something in it which recalled 
to his recollection a relation who had 
been transported some time before for 
stealing, whom he visited in prisons. This 
made a deep and beneficial impression 
on his mind: he thought he might be 
brought to commit some crime, and be 
transported, if he continued to drink as 
he had done; he therefore determined to 
enter the Temperance Society. He did 
so, signed the moderation pledge, to 
which he adhered tolerably for several 
months; he was induced at last to sign 
the tetotal pledge, which I believe he 
has kept very consistently for about six 
months, notwithstanding many efforts of 
his former drunken companions to induce 
him to break it. Though to avoid un- 
pleasant interruptions in this part of the 
narrative, I have not mentioned his wife, 
it is due to her to say, that she too became 
a member of the Society, and is now 
quite a reformed woman: they appear 
together at a place of worship, decently 
dressed, have paid all their former debts, 
and generally keep a little money by 
them. They have also added some de- 
cent articles of furniture to their former 
stock. 

I had some conversation with him last 
February, and asked him whether he had 
ever repented becoming a member of the 
Temperance Society. 
‘‘No, it was the best thing that ever 
happened to me; it has already made a 
difference of seven pounds to me.”’ His 
wife seemed cordially to accede to all he 
said. 

About three weeks ago, at one of our 
weekly meetings, at which different re- 
formed drunkards speak their experience 
of the horrors and evils of drunken- 
ness, he, in a very simple but impressive 
manner, gave us the following painful 
narrative. 

‘*About two years ago, Mary and I 
went to pay for our potatoe ground; 
after we came home we had some ale; 
we afterwards went to a public house, 
though she was at first unwilling. I 
called for a nogging of rum for her; she 
wished to have some water to it, but I 
told her it would be better without water: 
she drank it: I then called for another 
nogging for her, thinking it would make 
her sit quietly: she drank that, and after- 
wards she would sing, but I wished her 
not to sing: she was however determined, 
and she did sing, which offended me so 
much that I resolved on being revenged. 
We sat and drank as long as the people 
would draw for us. After we left the 
public house, we called at a private 
house, where we got some more drink. 
As we were going home I resolved to cut 
her throat in the night. After we had 
been in bed some time I got up; she 
asked me what I was going to do; I told 
her I was not well, I was very hot. I 
went down stajrs, got my razor, tied the 
joint that it should not slip, then I got 
some ribbon and tied it to my hand that I 
might not drop it. I then went up stairs,

Inthe 
spirit of Christian benevolence, aspire 
after the honorable distinction of being 
made the happy instrument of inducing 
some misguided, debased drunkard to 
avoid the present miseries attendant upon 
drunkenness, and the still more dreadful 
punishment which awaits the unreformed 
drunkard in another world.

The Mammoth Cave, | 





A CURE FOR CONSUMPTION. 

A writer in the Journal of Commerce 
announces the curious and interesting 
fact, that the atmosphere of the famous 
Mammoth Cave in Kentucky has qual- 
ities of the highest efficacy for diseased 
Dr. Mitchell, (most of whose 
family have died of the consumption, and 
who was himself reduced to a hopeless 
condition by the same disease,) believing 
that there were restorative properties in 
the air of the cave, resolved to make it 
his residence for a season; and about the 
first of April he established his quarters 
near the Star Chamber, about a mile 
from the entrance, whence he emerged 
for the first time at the close of June. 
His health and strength were so far re- 
stored, that he rode 18 miles on horse- 
back. He says, that, in a week from 
the time of going into the cave, his 
cough was gone, and that his appetite and 
strength increased daily. He felt lonely 
the first week, but soon became recon- 
ciled to his solitude, and now would rath- 
er live in the cave than elsewhere. 

We extract the following passages from 
the article in the Journal: 

My opinion of the effect of the atmos- 
phere of the cave is made up from per- 
sonal observation, I have known the 
cave for twenty-nine years. I have been 
in it at all seasons of the year, during all 
kinds of weather, both day and night. 
During the late war large quantities of 
saltpetre were made at the cave; and for 
this 1 prepared the carbonated alkalies, 
which are required in large proportion to 
produce crystallization, &c. Atthat time 
from thirty to seventy hands were em- 
ployed in digging up the earth, which 
covered the bottom of the cave, and con- 
veying it by oxen to hoppers in the cave, 
about one mile from its mouth. During 
the whole time these men were engaged, 
which was for three or four years, there 
was not a single case of sickness among 
them, 

The atmosphere of the cave is dry— 
and the temperature even and equal. I 
have never known it to vary half a de- 
gree, through the year, from 60 degrees 
of Fahrenheit. Combustion goes on 
well—lights burn clear—resgpiration is 
easy. The earth which has been lix- 
iviated, and thrown out of the hoppers, 
re-impregnates again in about three 
years, yielding from three to six pounds 
of nitrate to the bushel. Animal flesh 
will not putrefy in this atmosphere, nor 
will vegetable matter decompose. Meat, 
hung up in the cave a few days, becomes 
so strongly impregnated with nitre as to 
become unpleasant to the taste. The 
corn cobs left by the oxen, which were 
fed in the cave thirty years ago, are now 
pina perfect state of preservation; the logs 
|| used for water pipes are sound and good. 
Animal flesh dries in the cave, and be- 
comes hard. These facts I have stated, 
that men of science may compare my 
conclusions and my premises together. 
At this season of the year a strange 
current of air rushes out of the mouth of 
the cave; in the winter the current 
changes, and blows equally strong’ into 
the cave.
